In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  ex- 
ecuted between  the  town  of  Boscawen,  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Forestry  Commission,  we  are  submitting  a 
report  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  control  work  per- 
formed in  your  town  during  1925. 

Since  our  last  report  to  your  town  much  has  been  dis- 
covered, not  only  throughout  this  state,  but  in  others 
as  well,  in  connection  with  the  extent  of  infection  on 
white  pines  and  damage  it  is  capable  of  causing.  In 
view  of  these  facts,  which  are  too  numerous  to  set  forth 
herewith,  the  department  feels  it  would  be  neglecting  its 
duty  if  it  failed  to  urge  a  continuance  of  this  work  until 
all  the  pine  areas  of  your  town  have  received  equal  pro- 
tection.

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An  infection  was  located  on  the  land  of  Mr.  Weir  and 
a  study  made  to  determine  the  amount  of  infection.  It 
was  found  that  out  of  a  total  of  191  pines'  on  the  three- 
quarter  acre  examined,  145  trees,  or  76  per  cent,  were 
diseased  by  blister  rust.  The  infection  was  caused  for 
the  most  part  by  wild  gooseberry  bushes.

Sunshine,  rain  and  fresh  air ;  they  all  combine  to  pro- 
duce for  your  use  and  mine,  the  tree  supreme,  New 
Hampshire  White  Pine. 

Our  forefathers,  after  what  was  in  those  days  a  long- 
and  perilous  journey  from  the  Bay  State  Colony,  hewed 
and  built  themselves  homes  out  of  a  wilderness  of  white 
pine.  With  only  a  whip-saw  or  an  adz  they  fashioned 
beams,  rafters  and  boards  from  the  towering  pine  trees 
which  grew  on  every  hand.  Many  of  these  homes  are 
in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation  today. 

Time  wore  on ;  the  once  modest  clearings  expanded 
into  villages ;  the  villages  became  towns,  and  the  towns 
cities.  Where  the  crude  whip-saw  or  tiny  water  mill 
once  held  sway  there  sprang  into  existence  the  fore- 
runner of  the  great  saw-mills  of  today,  all  owing  their 
growth  and  prosperity  to  New  Hampshire  white  pine. 

Today,  as  Yesterday,  White  Pine  Reigns  Supreme 

Of  the  lumber  cut  in  New  Hampshire,  56  percent  is 
white  pine. 

During  the  past  two  years  New  Hampshire  ranked 
third  in  the  lumber  cut  of  white  pine  in  the  United  States. 

Nearly  50  percent  of  our  wood  products  are  made  from 
white  pine. 

More  than  9,000  persons  gain  their  living  from  in- 
dustries utilizing  white  pine.  Families  have  been  edu- 
cated, mortgages  paid  ofif,  and  prosperity  achieved,  all 
through  the  medium  of  white  pine. 

Only  twenty-three  years  ago  the  value  of  white  pine 
on  the  stump  was  a  trifle  over  $4.00  per  thousand  board 
feet.  Today  an  owner  receives  as  high  as  $12.00  per 
thousand. 

Nearly  68  percent  of  New  Hampshire  timberlands  are 
owned  by  individuals  and  located  to  a  large  extent  in 
the  central  and  southern  portions  of  the  state,  the  nat- 
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ural  home  of  white  pine.  Much  of  this  timberland  is 
held  by  farmers  and  small  owners  and,  aside  from  fuel 
wood,  white  pine  is  the  main  product  of  their  woodlots. 

There  are  communities  in  New  Hampshire  whose  in- 
dustries have  thrived  for  years, — and  are  still  doing  so — 
owing  to  a  plentiful  local  supply  of  white  pine.  There 
should  be  a  great  many  more  such  permanent  wood  us- 
ing centers. 

Already,  the  end  of  the  supply  of  southern  and  west- 
ern pine  is  in  sight.  But  New  Hampshire's  second 
growth  of  white  pine  will  take  care  of  our  needs  and 
prove  of  greater  value  than  ever  before,  provided : 

Waste  and  cut-over  lands  are  utilized  for  growing 
pine;  fire  kept  out  and  protection  afforded  this  valuable 
tree  from  the  fatal  Blister  Rust  disease. 

The  Nature  of  Blister  Rust  and  Its  Development 

White  Pine  Blister  Rust  is  a  parasitic  fungus  which 
lives  in  the  bark  of  white  pine  trees,  and  in  the  leaves 
of  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes,  both  wild  and  culti- 
vated. The  fungus  enters  the  pine  through  the  needles 
and  gradually  works  downward  through  the  bark  to  the 
twigs  and  branches,  killing  them  as  it  goes.  It  finally 
reaches  the  trunk,  and  kills  the  tree  by  girdling. 

Rumors  are  continually  arising  and  many  misstate- 
ments made  regarding  the  nature  and  spread  of  blister 
rust.  Therefore,  the  following  points  are  well  worth 
remembering: 

1.  Blister  Rust  is  not  a  bug  or  worm. 

2.  Blister  Rust  attacks  no  other  forest  tree  but  the 
white  pine. 

3.  Blister  Rust  cannot  spread  direct  from  one  pine  to 
another. 

4.  Aided  by  the  wind,  it  spreads  from  infected  cur- 
rant or  gooseberry  bushes  to  white  pines. 

5.  The  destruction  of  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes 
stops  the  spread  of  blister  rust  to  pine  growth. 

6.  Blister  Rust  kills  white  pine.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


February  15,  1926. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens : 

On  the  items:  Teachers'  Salaries.  Janitor  Service,  Trans- 
portation, and  High  School  Tuition,  our  expenditures  for 
the  current  year  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  last  year,  but 
I  think  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  we  shall  be  able  to  pay  all 
bills  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  without  asking  for  a 
deficiency  appropriation. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  new  school  law  went  into  ef- 
fect, the  State  Board  has  failed  to  approve  our  budget  for 
teachers'  salaries  to  its  full  amount.  This  means  that  we 
may  do  one  of  three  things :  We  may  retain  our  present 
teachers  and  pay  from  our  own  funds  the  diiTerence  be- 
tween their  salaries  and  the  amount  the  State  will  approve ; 
we  may  employ  teachers  at  lower  salaries,  if  we  can  secure 
thus  equally  satisfactory  ones  (which  is  certainly  doubtful)  ; 
we  may  secure  graduates  of  normal  schools,  on  whom  the 
state  allowance  is  higher,  for  all  our  schools. 

The  amount  of  state  aid  received  in  December  of  the 
current  year  was  $2,300.48,  making  the  total  amount  re- 
ceived during  the  seven  years  under  the  new  law  over  thir- 
teen thousand  dollars,  or  about  thirty  per  cent  of  our  en- 
tire expenditure  during  that  period. 

The  last  legislature  has  changed  the  amount  which  may 
be  charged  for  high  school  tuition  from  the  fixed  sum  of 
$70  per  pupil  to  the  amount  of  the  actual  average  cost  per 
pupil  for  instruction,  not  to  exceed  the  average  cost  for  the 
entire  state.  The  maximum  charge  allowed  for  the  current 
year  is  $97.65.  It  is  evident  that  the  amount  raised  for 
high  school  tuition  must  be  materially  increased  if  the 
number  of  pupils  remains  the  same. 

In  the  fall  of  1921  we  were  sending  19  pupils  to  high 
school;  in  1922.  15;  1923,  22;  1924,  15;  1925,  12.  The 
average  membership  of  the  Boscawen  schools,  during  that 
period,  has  been  slightly  on  the  increase. 
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Especial  mention  is  due  the  vast  improvement  in  music, 
both  in  singing  and  in  music  appreciation,  under  Mrs. 
Gale's  supervision  during  the  past  years.  I  wish  it  might 
be  possible  for  all  the  children  of  the  district  to  have  the 
advantages  of  this  work. 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse  indicates  that  she  has 
received  tihe  co-operation  of  the  parents  when  she  has  re- 
ported to  them  defects  needing  attention. 

The  regular  work  of  the  schools  has  been  going  forward 
with   commendable  thoroughness   and  satisfactory   speed.
